CONGRATULATIONS TO ELAINE

WASHINBTON, May 25.—The hous 


banking and currency committee, to 
day, unanimously agreed to report an 
recommend the passage of representa 
tive Randall's bill, to authorize th 
purchase of .silver bullion to the ezten 
of $20,000,000, with any money in th 
treasury, and issue resulting silver coin 
provided, that no more than $1,000,00' 
of money shall be used at any one tim 
in purchasing said bullion. 


The senate postal committee, to-day 


agreed to report a bill to restore th 
franking privilege for all letters am 
packages sent on purely official busines 
by beads of bureaus and executive de- 
partments, or by senators or member o 
the house of representatives. The bil 
will contain severe penalties to preven 
mi&use of official franks. 


Tho senate committee on appropria 


tions, to-day, struck out of the legis 
lative, executive and judicial appropri 
atiou, the sections providing for ten pe 
coat, reduction of all salaries of. clerk 
in the executive departments, prohibit 
ing political assessments, requiring th 
secretary of the treasury to make a re 
duction of ten per cent in' the salarie 
of all customs officers and' employes 
and prohibit the employment of an; 
persons except those for whom spccifi 
appropriations are made. 


The house committee, to day, exam
